The East Jordan Planning .Com- 
mission has completed. the “rough 
draft of a City Zoning Ordinance and

plan covers all types: of buildings in- 
cluding ‘manufacturing, . residential, 
commercial, agriculture, light ...and 
‘heavy industry, resort and ‘business. 
It will govern and regulate future 
construction and the proper districts, 
suitable fo the several purposes. 
The desireability of this ordinance 
ig quite apparent, however; -every 
phase of the plan should’ ‘receive 
careful consideration by all property 
owners and it is the hope of the Com- 
mission that additional ideas may be 
submitted, objections _ and. criticisms 
presented, so the final draft of. the 
plan may be as near pérfect as pos:
